While they continue to grow their 
institution, change is inevitable, but one 
thing remains; the leaders of The Avery 
Coonley School continue time and time 
again to leave a lasting impact on the 
school. Knowing personalities, leadership 
styles, and passions all vary reminds us 
that there is no one right way to lead, 
but leadership is dynamic, like the 

school itself. 


While the school will welcome a new head 
of school this year, this cornerstone of 
The Avery Coonley School's history is the 
key to unifying and preparing them for 

a new leader. Join us as we look back at 
some of their influential trailblazers and 
the formative roles they played in shaping 
the school. 


This year, faculty, staff, families, and the 
broader ACS community received a letter 
from the current Head of School, Paul 
Druzinsky, announcing his departure 
from the school at the end of the 
academic year. 


“Tam so fortunate to have the honor and 
pleasure of serving as Head of The Avery 
Coonley School for what will be my eighth 
and final year. I have loved being part of 
a community whose passion for learning 
is boundless and where faculty, staff, 
and parents work together best to serve 
the needs of our gifted and wonderful 
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students. In a year designed to keep 
people as far apart as possible, ironically, 
I've never felt closer to students, parents, 
staff, and Trustees than I do right now. 
From life in zoom meetings to Pop-In 
with parents to town halls to car lines, to 
lunch, recess, study halls, group chats, 
and emails, I have loved my time spent in 
support of this great institution.” 


Paul’s presence on campus will be deeply 
missed. From a yearly reading of “The 
Giving Tree” by Shel Silverstein to fun 
bow ties and many cheerful car line 
greetings, The Avery Coonley School will 
continue to be motivated by his love for 
the community as they move forward in 
remembrance of the remarkable work he 
has done for the school. 


“This past year has been incredibly 
moving. Watching faculty and students 
do so many creative things outdoors with 
our space and forming relationships with 
the students has been encouraging. My 
favorite thing is getting the opportunity 
to interact with the kids. Whether at car 
lines, in the classroom, or at recess, they 
energize the whole school. They are the 
reason we do what we do. 


Over the last two years, leaders had to 
quickly prioritize what’s important for 
their schools and constituents. For me, 
while it’s always been near the top of the 
list, the pandemic has made me realize 
how valuable working together as a 


community is. Regardless of the issues 
or common day-to-day problems that 
occur, we must work together. In some 
small way, I hope my legacy will convey 
how important that is and how well The 
Avery Coonley School community has 
demonstrated that.” 


In step with Paul's call for unity, The 
Avery Coonley School welcomed a leader 
in 2001 that shared a deep love for the 
ACS community. From implementing 
tablets for teachers (beginning the 1:1 
technology ratio on campus) to starting 
the full-day kindergarten program and 
building a middle school wing, the late 


Tom Kracht, while only here for 3 % years, 


left a significant impact on the school. 


“There’s unique, and then there’s Tom 
Kracht.” states Anna Lenhardt, Secondary 
School Coordinator and former Middle 
School Head. 


Relative to The Avery Coonley School's 
mission to help bright and gifted children 
embrace the joy of discovery and the 
thrill of creativity and begin their journey 
as lifelong learners, Tom encouraged a 
genuine excitement for learning among 
the ACS community. With a special love 
for nature and a deep appreciation for 
the school’s history, he had big dreams of 
restoring the grounds built in 1929. The 
year he passed away, the Fund-A-Need 
restored the rock pond to its original 
intent, surrounded by plants, in honor 

of his character and role in making The 
Avery Coonley School what it is today. 
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“He took a personal interest in everyone 
who worked here,” states Anna. “He 
made you feel like you made a difference, 
regardless of what your role was. He was 
also very connected with the kids and 
frequently visited classrooms. He brought 
enthusiasm and happiness with him 
into every room he walked into. It’s not 
something he learned or could have done 
any other way. It’s just who he was. He 
wasn't afraid to look silly. He got involved 
in everything we did, and he did it with 
great delight.” 


Long before expansion wings and tablets, 
history was made when John Malach 
took over the role of the headmaster in 
1960, beginning the school’s transition to 
gifted education. John altered The Avery 
Coonley School's narrative while spending 
over a decade helping develop a new 
mission that allowed the school to take 

a logical and successful step in the right 
direction for progressive education and 
intentionally building on the traditions, 
passions, and educational theories that 
had been present since the school’s 
inception.

This created new pathways for The Avery 
Coonley School to reach and engage with 
gifted learners. With John’s leadership, 
hands-on learning experiences, and 
knowledgeable educators, students 
developed independent and collaborative 
problem-solving skills while learning to 
pursue their unique interests. 


The school’s engaging and stimulating 
learning environment is unique and, just 
like all beautiful things, started with a 
simple dream. 115 years ago, Queene Ferry 
Coonley saw a need to serve students 
differently and more intentionally. 
Seeking to expand the educational 
opportunities for her four-year-old 
daughter, Elizabeth, she established The 
Cottage School on her estate in Riverside, 
Illinois. Joined by Lucia Burton Morse and 
Charlotte Krum, the three women teach 
under Froebel’s kindergarten principles 
and are precepts of the progressive 
education movement. 


At its core, The Avery Coonley School has 
a history of creating spaces for students 
to flourish in a culture where the drive 

to learn transcends all other differences. 
Helping children become life-long 
learners begins with acknowledging the 
critical role a school and its leadership 
plays in their development. Past, present, 
and future world-changers walk the halls 
of The Avery Coonley School, following 
in the steps of great leaders who have led 
before them. This is their space, where 
they come to learn, grow, and discover. 
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The undeniable theme of shared excitement for learning amongst The Avery Coonley School’s 
leaders shines brightly throughout its history. As life-long learners themselves, assisting 
students in realizing their intellectual, emotional, social, creative, and physical potential while 
recognizing the unique needs of gifted children has created a timeless community built of 
mutual respect that nurtures an appreciation for education and others. §

Over a year ago, the global pandemic forced schools across the nation 
to close. Life in front of a screen became a new normal, and summer 
programs went virtual. Fortunately, with ample safety measures in place 
and a highly committed faculty and staff, The Avery Coonley School was 
able to remain open for in-person learning throughout the 2020-2021 
school year. While the year progressed, excitement spread throughout 
campus as ACS faculty and staff prepared to safely bring students on 
campus for the 2021 Summer Program. 


Serving 450 Students (61 of which were from ACS) from 130 schools, the 
program brought in camp goers from 36 cities and 3 states (IL, CA, and 
NY). The program, designed to bring a fun and dynamic experience into 
children’s summer break, was filled with unique and engaging classes, 
creating an excellent environment for kids to learn and grow together! 
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Courses like Motown Movements, Archery, Theater Arts, and 
Exploring Math kept students excited and eager to learn. 


This year’s program, led by The Avery Coonley’s School Summer Program 
Director, Sally Johnston, was one that students will never forget. 


“During the summer program, students have the opportunity to delve into 
experiences that don't always avail themselves in the course of a regular 
school year. For example, in the “Escape!” class, students must work 
collaboratively, cooperatively, and come to a consensus while working in 
groups to solve many logical, mathematical, and word puzzles each day 
surrounding the daily theme. Their enthusiasm is palpable as they make 
discoveries, play on each other’s strengths, and learn to solve new puzzles 
they may have never been challenged with before. Once each group 
of students has solved their respective puzzles, the groups come back 
together as a community to relish in their reward once they unlock all the 
locks. A true community feel emerges within this class over the session as 
students learn to rely on peers they had never known before.”

While the course guide of this year’s Summer Program was, in fact, unique, 
The Avery Coonley School recognized that many students had missed out 
on essential experiences provided in a typical school year. Avery Coonley 
carefully curated a wide variety of classes filled with plenty of experiences 
and opportunities for campers to be engaged in practical learning 
activities that otherwise may have been missed due to the COVID-19 
pandemic. 


“Because of COVID, I didn’t get to do any dissection in my regular middle 


school science class. Dissecting a worm was pretty interesting. We also 
dissected a cow's eye, and we learned about how the anatomy of a cow’s 
eye is different from a human eye. I felt like a doctor!”

From counselors to teachers, the success of this year’s program was 
indeed a group effort. In addition to ACS staff working and supporting the 
program, the school also received help from children of ACS staff 

and Alumnus, Ben Broach. 
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While each member of the Summer Program team was focused on giving 
students a great summer experience, many of the counselors found 
themselves feeling impacted as well. This includes Daniel Clivaz, who 
shared that working as a counselor for 7th and 8th graders solidified his 
decision to pursue his dream of becoming a PE teacher. 


“Working with the kids this summer let me know that I could have a direct 
impact on children’s lives right now and into their future. It also affirms 
why I want to work with kids. Their energy and enthusiasm make me feel 
young and remind me of the joy of childhood.” 


Managing and ensuring the success of this year’s program was no 

easy task, but under the leadership of Summer Program Director Sally 
Johnston, classes, campers, and counselors thrived. Sally began with 

The Avery Coonley School’s Summer Program in 1997 as a counselor 
herself. She taught Social Studies at ACS the following year and then took 
over as Director of the Preschool Summer Program in 1999 while also 
starting the full-day program. Her first year as Summer Program Director 
was in a COVID world. 


“In 2020, my team and I developed a completely remote summer program 
conducted on zoom and attended by over 300 students including both 
local as well as international students. The 2021 in-person Summer 
Program presented its own challenges. We offered in-person cohorts 
with a wide variety of classes as well as the return of swim lessons. We 
built on our strong foundation to create a program lost to our traditional 
program as restrictions allowed. We developed three cohort models 
offering students opportunities to take classes of special interest while 
exposing them to ‘something new.’ There was concern that the lack of 
choice offered to families would hinder our success this summer. But 
the ACS Summer Program has a long history of offering enriching and 
engaging programs for students from all over. That history brought many 
of our regulars back and many new families to the Summer Program. We 
had an incredible team of experienced teachers and engaged counselors 
providing another amazing year for our students through enrichment as 
well as recreational programming.” 


While these past two years have certainly been different, the Summer 
Program still managed to bring smiles to faces at The Avery Coonley 
School and is excited to return with hopes of creating something just as 
special for camp goers this upcoming year!

The Avery Coonley School builds 
on students’ natural curiosity as 
they seek to better understand 
various events, times, and places 
in Chicago. Connecting life events 
to an institution of Chicago's 
history does more than give 
students familiarity with where 
they live. 
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It allows them to use skills they 
learned throughout the year to 
choose a topic they are passionate 
about and use different modes 

of expression to embrace the 
interconnection of the city’s life 
and its people throughout time. 


Group 3 teachers combine 
reading, writing, and social studies 
curriculum to guide students in 
independent research of a chosen 
topic, organization of information, 
and a final presentation to the 
class. During a typical school 

year, the students also take a 

field trip downtown to help build 
excitement and inspire topic 
ideas. This project also encourages 
students to gain confidence in 
public speaking, gather and relay 
information, and pursue a deeper 
understanding of a wide range 

of topics.

Last year, The Avery Coonley 
School community came together 
to navigate change with an 
immeasurable amount of wisdom 
and thoughtfulness. As winter 
months began to approach, 
Physical Education Teachers 
Adam Metcalf and Joe Schallmoser 
wanted to do something special 
for the community. 
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Mr. Metcalf entered and received The Northeastern District of IAHPERD 
grant for the school, which allowed them to purchase quality plastic sleds 
for current and future students to use while social-distancing on our 
school’s sledding hill. 


In a year of change, students needed a simple way to spend time with 
their peers and have fun while also releasing the pandemic’s stresses at a 
safe distance. While investing in proper sledding equipment was essential, 
its impact on students is far more significant. The Avery Coonley School’s 
Physical Education teachers knew that continuing winter traditions would 
be a perfect way to cheer up students of all ages. 


“Having a unique outlet to get exercise and socialize while sledding gives 
our students a much-needed boost during this difficult school year.”

In addition to being a fun activity, sledding is connected to The Avery 
Coonley curriculum in several ways. It strengthens core muscles while 
targeting three gross motor skills: proprioception, motor planning, and 
balance. It also impacts a student’s social-emotional element, encouraging 
them to take turns, read social cues, and engage in teamwork. These 

are all inherent parts of an outdoor sledding experience, but something 
special about the community at The Avery Coonley School reaches 
beyond this. It’s more than just sledding. It’s about bringing joy into 

the lives of their students. 


Additionally, The Avery Coonley School knows that these fun winter 
months aren’t just for students to enjoy. Parents rejoiced as they received 
the following email from Paul Druzinsky, Head of School, that included 
the two words every student and parent long to hear, “Snow Day.” 
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“I believe now, more than ever, that snow days, which are generally rare, 
are times to have fun and create lifetime memories. Our students and 
staff work tremendously hard, and the rare snow day is something all 
children should experience, especially in these unprecedented times. 
Life is too short! If we ever do close, see it as a chance for sledding, hot 
chocolate, extra sleep, and a special moment for your children.”

Aid Endowment, which supports the goal of broadening access for 
qualified students of all socio-economic backgrounds.

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Revenue and Support 


TUITION INCOME LESS NEED BASED FINANCIAL AID $7,280,065 
Full tuition is charged to all students who attend the School. ACS awards financial aid to qualified 
recipients based on financial need calculated by School and Student Services (SSS), managed by the 
National Association of Independent Schools (NAIS). Partial financial aid was awarded to 61 students 
during the 2020-2021 school year. 


THE ACS FUND AND OTHER GIFTS $446,817 
The ACS Fund is generous charitable support from current parents, alumni, grandparents and other 
friends of the School to help pay the additional expenses not covered by tuition. 


NET ASSETS RELEASED FROM RESTRICTIONS $258,645 
Contributions received with donor-restrictions that were spent during the year. Majority of this 
amount was spent on financial assistance due to COVID-19 and on playground equipment. 


AUCTION $259,631 
Net proceeds from the ACS Annual Auction helps bridge the gap between what tuition covers and 
the actual costs of educating students at ACS. Currently, the gap is $4,544 per student. 


PROGRAMS AND FEES $281,841 
Net income from the After School Program, Summer Program, testing services, and new student fees 
assist with paying for the variety of addition programs and services offered by ACS. 


FACILITIES RENTAL AND MISCELLANEOUS INCOME $16,398 
Net revenue generated from the rental of school facilities and other programs sponsored 
by the School. 


PPP LOAN FORGIVENESS $1,051,192 
ACS received a federal PPP loan for $1,051,192 during the 2019-2020 school year. The loan was 
forgiven the following year and is considered income.

Lights, Camera, Action! This year’s Auction 
Fund-A-Need project provided $20,150 
in underwriting support to upgrade the 
Performing Arts Center (PAC) lighting 
system. For nearly 30 years, the PAC has 
served as the gathering place for ACS 
students and families.

The theater's outdated lighting system 
was in need of an upgrade to convert from 
an analog system to a digital one. Thanks 
to the ACS community, our students can 
once again be in the spotlight during their 
time to shine!
